At the presen t tins there are three tppee of Air Reception Beacons (ARB) in 
operational use, the HRC-b, the TJRC-11 and the J&RK 2 20. The B?C-11 is a Slightly 
i m prove d vereion of the BRC-k and while no mare TRC-li’a are being issued for 
field x»e it is still considered an ope ra ti o n al ABB, H JBKStK planes are equipped 
to receive all three types of ARB’s , CP3EHBK and GDUSJtt planes ore equipped to 
receive only -(he URC-lt and 11 and SMOOTHER planes are equipped to receive only 
the mtK 220. 



2. The beaic difference between the BRC-U and the BARK 220 is that the latter 
lndicatas distance to the target as wall as directisEQ. Both the MRI 220 and 
the ORC-11 send out a signal which guides the aircraft to the drop sene. When 
the aircraft is directly over the signal scarce the signal ceases and the air- 
craft stakes its drop. H owev e r, the HNtX 220 gives in addition to direction an 
accurate tine to target warning to the pilot when the aircraft is <pp a mto ate3y 
tan miles from the signal source. Than the ffi&X 220 serves to dfaatnlafe the possi- 
bility of missing the drop sens, provided of c o ar se that tbs MB is p r ope r l y 
placed. 

3* Headquarters r eco mme nd s that yon rec over the <681 buried on 8RBIiHFD-h*s 
p roperty to determin e its condition after nearly fmr years in the ground and to 
prevent any future unilateral recovery on the port of the terminated agent. If 
the r eco ver ed ARB is Inoperative due to fatflty cache packaging it can probably 
be assumed that the remaining nine have also deteriorated sad should therefore 
be a b a nd o ned and now HtC-ll*s or HQtf 220** cached. 

h* The decision as to which JBIB should be used seems to depend on whether KUBSRK 
aircraft will be available for w rttolag the Austrian area la ease of war or 
whether we will have to depend on tibUHlT. JJfc is headquarters opinion that KBBERK 
aircraft will probably be avajQj&Le and therefore the MSttIC 220 should be wed to 
take advantage of its warning factor.
